tute reason and'legal tribunals for the might of arms and the 
chances of war as the arbiters of international disputes. 


We do not depreciate the glorious service oi these men 


who fought, offering the supreme sacrifice, or of the men and 
women who labored and .suffered that their war for righteous- 
ness might be crowned with victory. 


We do not belittle the services and sacrifices of men and 


women who strove for human rights, but we bear in mind the 
men who fought for righteousness were driven to fight because 
unrighteousness, ambition and greed wore unchained and were 
free'under the law of nations to work their brutal and bloody 
will upon mankind. They were forced to fight because between 
nations trial by battle, with greed and hate and might and 
fortune as the ruling factors, instead of legal tribunals in which 
good will and reason and justice ruled, was the court of last 
resort. 


• What shall the rtag stand for hereafter—war or 
peace? • 


Shall it stand for trial by battle or trial by tribunal? 
Shall it 


stand for huge armaments embodying and breeding distrust and 
hatred and force or for organized international law embodying ( 
and breeding equity and good will? Shall we have only one pa-, 
triotism—the patriotism of war glorifying death for our country 


or shall we have a nobler patriotism, glorifying life and benc-, 


ficent service for our country and mankind'?

We know what war is. Its record of blood and destruction 


blacken the pages of history. We know what a horror it has 
become under the progress of organization, invention, science 
and industry—peoples in arms, equipped with engines and de- 
vices whose possibilities of death and devastation arc beyond 
the flight of imagination. 


We know what the new armaments under the barbaric rule' 


of trial by battle, long since discarded for individuals, cost. We 
know their crushing, ruinous cost and their horrible menace. 
Shall we build, in more crushing and horrible form, the engines 
of destruction to maintain the savage trial by battle among na- 
tions and feed the fires of imperial ambition and greed and 
hatred, or construct an international organization to maintain 
the grand assize of nations and feed the divine flame of justice 
and good will? 


Let us consecrate the flag today to the noblest cause that 


can engage the aspiration and energy of a nation—the cause of 
universal peacc, founded upon justice and liberty, guaranteed 
by international agreement and law.

dividuals under the rule of law and to make principles of 
Christian civilization instead of the maxims of barbarism the 
light and guide of nations.
